1 . An after-final amendment was received from the applicant on October 2, 2007. 

2. Claims 1-17 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 18 and 19 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The hull for 
conveyance across a fluid as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because 
of the use of a hull that is comprised of a central hull with a deep vee bow in 
combination with outboard chines that extend below said central hull and provide a 
means to trap air or water to provide lift to said hull, where said outboard chines also 
provide housings for water jets or other propulsion drives. 

5. The prior art as disclosed by Fehn (US 4,091 ,761) shows the use of a hull that is 
comprised of a central hull in combination with a pair of outboard chines or sponsons 
that extend below said central hull to provide a means to trap air or water to provide lift 
to said hull. Newly cited references by Robinson et al. (US 6,526,903), Lindstrom et al. 
(US 6,216,622) and Tatter (US 2,989,939) disclose hulls that are each comprised of a 
central V-shaped hull in combination with a pair of outboard chines or sponsons, but do 
not disclose chines that extend below said central hull, or a deep vee bow section. 
Therefore, none of the prior art cited shows or suggests the use of a hull that is 
comprised of a central hull with a deep vee bow in combination with outboard chines 
that extend below said central hull and also provide housings for water jets or other 
propulsion drives.
